Another foul murder has been added 


to Ihe catalogue of crime in Macon coun- 
ty, the cause of which grew out of the 
uileged 
betrayal 
of a young school 


teacher, daughter of the late l)r. Hoswell 
W. Shaw, who was shot and almost in- 
stantly killed, last evening, in Sprague & 
Hjiooncr's drug store at Blue Mouud, by 
James Tobey Ward, who came to Dccalur 
this forenoon and gave himself up to the , 
custody of Sheriff Foster. 


The first news of the tragic affair was 


received in Dec uur last evening, wbca 
the folio ling telegram was handed to 
Deputy Sheriff Uauzjr: 


'•BLUB MOUND, Nov. 11, VHl. 


W. V. FOSTER, Docatur, III.: 
Tiilxj W;ir<l shot and klllocl Dr. 'Shnw, of 


Macon, to-night, at this place. 
G. T. SHAW." 


(Mr reporter has learned after a careful 


investigation that James Tobey Ward 
bud been paying lover-like attention to 
the .laughter of Dr. Shaw, and that he 
utiJ either betrayed her or circulated false 
rep TIB as to her purity, and these reports 
c miing to tbe ears of Dr. Shaw, ihe fath- 
rr at once threatened to kill young Ward. 
There arc conflicting reports aa to the be- 
trayal of Miss Shaw by Ward, and as 
Ward refuses to muke any statement at 
this time, und Hiss Shaw cannot be seen, 
we give the reports as they exist aixong 
'the residents in and about Blue Mound. 
It was generally 
understood at Blue 


Mound that Dr. Shaw would do bodily 
harm to Ward should they ever meet. 


On Friday morning a party at Blue 


Mound, whose name we cannot learn, 
telegraphed Dr. Shaw, wlio was then it 
Macon, 
thiit 
Ward was then at the 


Mound, und on receipt of that message 
subsequent events show that the doctor 
left his home doubtless for the purpose 
of hiving an interview with the young 


man. 


They met laat evening between 0 and 7 


o'clock in 8praj?ae & Spoonei'i drug 
store. Ward was in the store standing 
outside of the counter, and was in 
MIR net of 
purchasinR 
a cigar from 


Mr. Sprtigue, when the 
door opened, 


and Dr. Show's form iippeared. Instantly 
Mr. tfprtgue, who f cured that trouble 
•would ensue, rushed on the outilde of the 
cimnler, in tbc hope of gelling lo the door 
before Shaw entered, but before the drug- 
gibt could get lo the door the doctor was 
inside uud then the firing commenced 
Mr. Spruce was the only spectator of 
the shooting, but he cannot tell who tired 
tir^t. lie knows that m the confusion be 
saw Want standing behind the counter 
back of the cigar case, and he knows that 
Shaw fell morlally wounded, dying with- 
in five minutes after he was shot. Ward 
left the store by ti aide door as the people 
began to gather iu the r.tom, and disap- 
peared. 


On examination it was found three 


shots must have been tired. There are two 
bullet holes in theceilin;; of the room,and 
the last ball entered Ihe groin of Shaw, 
severing the right femoral artery, the vic- 
tim bleeding to death in a very few min- 
utes. Dr. Shaw carried & revolver, one 
chamber of which was found to be empty. 


The news of tlie shooting electrified the 


people (if tin: town, »nJ soon a great 
crmvil m Icctcd »t ibe More. The excite- 
ment *a*al fever heatut the Mound last 
ni^lii and humuMus threats at lynching 
wT.r.l wcro mude. It win fortunate for 
him lli.it UB nucciediMl in making his ts- 


beoame frightened and came to Decatur 
to consult a lawyer. He lold the lawyer 
that he bad promised to marry tbe girl, 
but not until he had taken advantage of 
her. 
He waa informed as to UK law 


touching bastardy cases, and of the 
possibility of a suit for damages bciug 
brought against him for seduction by the 
parents of the girl. The lawyer advised 
young Ward lo mirry tbe girl at once; 
but instead of thus snowing bis man- 
hood, if he has any, he left filue Monnd 
early in September for p iris unknown, 
and did return to his home at Blue Mound 
until Wednesday or Thursday last, when 
on Friday cveoing the tragic affair, aft 
above related, took place in Bpragu* ft 
Spooner's drug store. 


Dr. Koswell W. fhaw wns a man of 


about 
HO ye irs of age. He had been 


married three times, and leaves a wife 
and BIX children, one of whom is Mr. Eu- 
gene T.Shaw, who is the Walmsh station 
agent and telegraph operator at Blue 
Mound. In '40 and '00 tlw deceased was 
a resident of Oregon, and «• uodeictand 
that he was appointed by Cronin as sur- 
geon of the Oregon Volunteers. He came 
lo Macon county frt>in Guleshurg, 111., in 
ihe fall or winter of 1879, and rusidi'd for 
several mouths at Blue Mound, where he 
practiced bis profession. In the spring 
of 1880 he removed to.Macon, which 
place wax his borne at tbe time of bis 
death. Tha doctor, by hard work and 
close attention to business, had won a 
large tuul lucrative practice. 
He wns 


quite an active politician, OuU;xikeu iu 
all his opinions, and (juicli in nil'bis ac- 
tions. At tbc metling nf lh« Hacon 
couuljr democratic convecdui, huld in 
the summer of 1830, Dr. Shaw was elect- 
ed chairman of that convention. 
He 


stood well among his neighbors at Macon. 


Miss Francis Shaw, the young lady in 


thccabC, is a quieft, handsome girl of 
•bout £0. She attended school for several 
terms in the town of Blue Mcund, and 
during the part summer she had chntge of 
the old Blue Mound sthoul.onc mile north 
of the village. She boarded with her 
brother, Mr. E. T. Hhsw, during the 
time of her engagement «s teacher of the 
school, with the exception of about a 
month, when BUD had apartiLRuts and 
boarded at tha Ward House, the home of 
young Ward. 
During that month Mr, 


Shaw and family went west on a visit, 
and their dwelling wai closed. Mi™ 
Shaw ia a modest young luily, bright, in- 
telligent und well liked among her asso- 
ciates, Slie was the pot of her quick- 
tempered father, and sha «till holds a ccr- 
tincaU u a teacher from tbe connty su- 
perintendent. 
At present shs is the 


teacher in ckargo of tha Rolling School, 
ono mile northwest of Macon. 


Hubert Ward, the father of Tobe, is a 


man of ubont CO or C5 years of age, He 
is the proprietor of the Word liauso at 
Blue Mound. About 13 years af;o the old 
gentleman WHS shot hy a neighbor while 
he resided near ML Auburn in Christian 
county. Tbe story U that the old uiiui 
had been in the habit of allowing his 
slock ti> get into the fields of his neigh- 
bors, and that he had been warned to 
keep bis cattle iu his own field. Mr. 
Ward failed to obey orders, and one morn- 
ing onu of hie irate neighbors shot the old 
man through ono of hU hands while he 
was milking u cow in a lot.
